Jim, th® Younger, Who Confessed Tak­ 


ing the Lives of Twenty-one Em 


ployes of the Los Angeles T im es 


Sentenced to the Penitentiary For 


Life, While John, Secretary of Iron 


Workers, Goes Up for Fifteen Years. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 6 .— The pun­ 
ishm ent meted out to Jam es B. Mc­ 
Namara by Judge W alter Bordwell was 
life imprisonment in San Quentin, the 
prison on a rockbound strip of the 
northern shore of San Francisco bay. 
It is the penalty McNamara will pay 
for the dynamiting of the Los Angeles 
Times building, Oct. I, 1910, which 
oaused the death of twenty-one em­ 
ployes of that paper. 
John J. McNa­ 
mara, his brother, was sentenced to 
serve fifteen years in the sam e prison. 
He had pleaded guilty to participating 
in the dynam iting of the Llewellyn 
iron works the Christmas following 
the Times explosion. 
Both men will 
be kept here until they appear before 
the federal grand jury, which is soon 
to begin a nation-wide probing ot-the 
dynamiters* organization. 
On Friday 
the men had withdrawn a previous 
plea of not guilty and entered a plea 
of guilty as charged. 
The prisoners stood up under the 
sentence 
bravely. 
Neither 
broke 
down, 
although .Tames was on 
the 
verge of tears. 
John J., the elder of 
the brothers, was calm but weak, and 
swayed as if about to faint while beinv 
sentenced. 
James during the charge 
of Judge Bordwell trembled visibly 
when the judge spoke these words: 
“There is no ray of comfort to be ob­ 
tained in your assertion that you did 
not intend to destroy life. 
Such an 
assertion is a mockery.” 
It may* have been that James feared 
the worst—hanging— when the judge 
spoke those portentious words. 
The 
tears came to his eyes. 
When he first 
stood up to receive sentence his cheeks 
were flushed. 
As The court spoke the 
flush gradually left until the moment 
when the suspense was over and the 
court had said that he would not hang. 
He sat down with an air of relief. 
As for John J., there w’as a different 
m en .—Tail and handsome in a way, 
with squared shoulders and his hands 
folded behind his back, h*e stood be­ 
fore the court comparatively uncon­ 
cerned. 
He. too, was flushed of coun­ 
tenance. 
It plainly showed through 
the prison pallor. 
Not once did John 
J. raise his eyes toward the bench. 
Rather they were downcast. 
Nor did 
he turn his gaze in the direction of 
the 
audience. 
He 
looked 
directly 
down and before him at the court re­ 
porters. 
John J. wae the stronger of the two, 
lf there 
was^anv perceptible differ­ 
ence.

W ashington, Dec. 6 .— Oscar Lawler 
of Los Angeles, former assistant attor­ 
ney general, has been appointed by the 
department of justice to take charge 
of the federal dynamiting inquiry. 
Lawler was legal adviser to Richard 
A. Ballinger when he was secretary of 
the interior. 
Mr. Lawler wrote the 
famous memorandum in the .Ballinger 
controversy which President Taft used 
as the basis ot a letter absolving Bal­ 
linger from all blame in connection 
with the Cunningham coal claims in 
Alaska. 
The appointment of Mr. Lawler to 
take charge of the dynamite inquiry 
Indicates that the inquiry will be push­ 
ed vigorously. 
Heretofore the govern­ 
ment has been proceeding cautiously 
in the case, and,although considerable 
evidence was placed before the offi­ 
cials of the department of justice sev­ 
eral months ago, very little progress 
w as made.

Just before the judice concluded the 
sentence, John C. H ollinshead, brother 
of the m u rdered man, rose from his 
seat, drew a revolver and fired po in* 
blank at the negro. 
The bullet to k 
effect in the n eg ro ’s face, en terin g his 
right cheek, going through His m outh, 
aud cam e out below the left jaw. 
The negro fell to the floor.

daged he was lifted from the floor and, 
supported by court officers while the 
judge finished the death sentence, or­ 
dering that the negro be hanged with­ 
in three hours.

McNamara, it is alleged, also did 
business with the Indianapolis post­ 
office under a fictitious name part of 
the time. 
It is charged that he had 
rented a lockbox at the Indianapolis 
postoffice under the name of C. J. San­ 
dusky, and that considerable mail he 
got w-a.s through that box. This charge 
ha* been made by detectives. 
The importance of the money order 
investigations is seen in connection 
with the work which is said to have! 
been done in trying to ascertain how 
J. J. McNamara spent the $1,000 a 
month which is said to have been set 
aside for “organization purposes” by ] 
order of the executive board of the 
Iron workers. 
In the monthly report 
sheets kept by McNamara -there was 
no other accounting to the member-! 
ship of the union except that the round I 
sum of $ 1,000 had been spent for o r-j 
g an g in g purposes during that month. 
It is believed that a good deal of the 
work of investigating the books of the 
iron workers has dealt with the ques­ 
tion of learning where this money 
went, with a view to ascertaining what

vestigation than has heretofore been 
attempted.
